They declared 
that he did not represent the party, and 
that tbo Eastern idea of finance could not 
longer control. A committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Thurniau, McDonald and Garland, 
was appointed to confer with Mr. Bayard, 
and also to recommend a course to be pur- 
sued on the Warner bill. Such Western 
mou as Mr. Thuruian, nud those who de- 
sired to take u middle ground on financial 
questions rather than hove an open split, 
were very active in attempting to postpone 
nil trouble. 


REPUBLICAN OiTJCTTS. 


Two fully attended sessions of caucus of 


Republican Senators were held today. 
It 


was agreed, with 
substantial unanimity, 


that the passage of the army appropriation 
bill in its present terms should be opposed 
by the Republican party in tho Senate un- 
til the majority consent to the addition of n 
proviso to the sixth section, declaring that 
it shall not be construed to prevent the use 
of troops lo execute any existing law. 


THE LEGISLATIVE API'ltOFIUATION BILL. 


There was au exciting time in tbo Senate 


today. Tho ^Democrats submitted to many of 
the pains of martyrdom to save thoir party 
associates iu tho house tho disgrace of hav"- 
ing thoir legislative bill kicked out of tho 
Senate, as not fit to appear among the laws 
of the nation.

These are 


separated from the burning sheds by on ele- 
vation of ground, and from present indica- 
tions will bo saved as well as tho Atlantic 
Oil Company's tanks further oast, which 
contained 13',,000 barrels of crude oil aud
